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New  orders  in  July  declined  slightly  for  the 
first  time  in  six  months  to  $45.4  billion  from 
$46.1  billion  after  seasonal  adjustment  but 
remained  substantially  above  the  first  four 
months  of  1967,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Com- 
merce, Bureau  of  the  Census  announced  t©day. 
Manufacturers'  shipments  in  July  increased 
slightly  to  $45.1  yilion  seasonally  adjusted. 
Unfilled  orders  increased  $.3  billion  to  a  level 
of  $79.5  billion  in  July,  continuing  the  increase 
in  May  and  June  after  the  decline  of  the  first 
four  months  of  1967.  Seasonally  adjusted  in- 
ventories held  by  manufacturers  increased 
slightly  in  July  to  $80.7  billion  from  $80.4 
billion  in  June,  with  the  inventories-shipments 
ratio  remaining  unchanged  from  last  month  at 
1.79. 

July  shipments  of  durable  goods  at  $23.1 
billion,  virtually  unchanged  from  June,  reflected 
small  increases  in  nearly  all  major  industry 
groups,  except  transportation.  Shipments  for 
the  first  seven  months  of  1967  about  equaled 
those  for  the  corresponding  period  for  last 
year. 

Nondurable  goods  producers  reported  an 
increase  in  shipments  in  July  to  $22.0  billion 
compared  with  $21.8  billion  in  June  after  sea- 
sonal adjustment.  Decreases  in  food,  tobacco, 
apparel,  and  leather  products  were  more  than 
offset  by  increases  in  other^^j^ejaat-jgdustry 
groups. 


At  $23.4  billion  in  July,  seasonally  adjusted, 
durable  goods  new  orders  reflected  a  substan- 
tial decline  in  the  aircraft  and  automotive  seg- 
ment of  the  transportation  industry.  The  decline 
was  partially  offset  by  a  substantial  increase  in 
bookings  in  primary  metals  and  in  the  instru- 
ments industries.  New  orders  for  machinery 
and  equipment  declined  slightly  to  $4.7  billion 
from  $4.8  billion  in  June,  while  "defense  prod- 
ucts" declined  from  $4.2  billion  in  June  to  $3.6 
billion  in  July  as  a  result  of  a  drqp  in  the  aero- 
space industry. 


Unfilled  orders  held  by  durable  goods  manu- 
facturers increased  to  $76.4  billion  at  the  end 
of  July  compared  with  $76.2  billion  at  the  end 
of  June,  as  new  orders  continued  to  exceed 
shipments. 

Inventories  of  durable  goods  increased  mod- 
erately to  $52.2  billion  from  $51.8  billion  after 
seasonal  adjustment.  A  slight  increase  in  work- 
in-process  inventories  was  offset  by  a  decline 
in  materials  and  supplies  inventories. 


Stocks  of  nondurable  goods  declined  slightly 
to  $28.5  billion  from  the  June  level  of  $28.6 
billion  after  seasonal  adjustment.  Increases  in 
food,  chemicals  and  petroleum  products  almost 
offset  inventory  declines  in  all  other  nondurable 
industry  groups.
